Brings Out Diverse London Press Comment 


STEWART LYON WRITES NEWSPAPERS 


And Tells Britishers that Canadians Resent Being Called Foreigners as 
well as Having it Insinuated that their Loyalty can be Bought— 
Lloyd-George at Falmouth—Electioneering in London 
Becomes More Turbulent—Nineteen Con- 
servatives Left Unopposed 


London, Jan. 11.—I“lectioneering ‘n 
Lendon is becoming still more tur- 
pulent. The Conservative candidate 
in Fulham had to watch a number of 
free fights before he could begin. 
There were similar scenes at a big 
Conservative meeting in St. Pancras 
division, where the hall was besieged 
by thousands and was so crowded that 
there were numerous ejections, Even 
Mr. MeNamara at Camberwel! had a 
rowdy audience, though his opponents 
were distinctly in the minority. A 
suffragette endeavored to address the 
crowd, but failing to mike herself 
heard she resorted to a fistic argu- 
ment, much to the amusement of the 
spectators, 

Winston Churchill held a success- 
ful meeting in Birmingham, urging 
the Radicals in Mr. , Chamberlain's 
stronghold to strike a ‘blow for poli- 
tical freedom. 


The Chancellor at Falmouth. 


The Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
continuing his western tour, spoke 
last night at Falmouth, With refer- 
ence to preferential trade he said: 
“By all means let us treat with the 
colonies, but why with them alone? 
A tradesman does not put this notice 
outside his shop, ‘I am going to trade 
only with my relations.’ If they be- 
gan to introduce blood considerations 
into business, that blood would end in 
bad blood. If a Canadian wanted to 
buy goods he did not say, ‘Let us go 
to the Old Mother’s shop.’ (Voice: 
“Yes, he does, sir.”’) No}; everything 
the Canadians could get cheaper from 
there, they ‘bought in the United 
States. She did not pay more be- 
cause things came from Great Britain. 
She would be a fool if she did. 
(Cheers). Protection was like putting 
an arm into a cog wheel. Once in, it 
was drawn further and further. That 
was why there was distress in Ger- 
many. ‘The resources of the state 
were to ‘be applied by the Liberals ito 
lifting the poor out of the mire and 
the needy from the dunghill.” 
~ Continuing, Lloyd-George also add- 
ed that he had made gigantic provi- 
sion in the budget for the naval esti- 
mates in 1910.

Heavy Shipment Made From Vancouver 
to Mexican Ports 


Vancouver, Jan. 10—Heavy ship- 
ments of barley to the west coast of 
Mexico will be made from Vancouver 
during the next few months, the con- 
signments being handled by the Jeb- 
sen and Ostrander line of steamers 
operating between Vancouver, Vic- 
toria and Puget Sound and ports along 


the Mexican coast. ‘This steamship 
line has succeeded in working up a 
considerable freight trade during the 
short time it has been in existence, 
the service being dependable, and in 
every way meeting the demand of 
shippers. 

On the steamer Erna, which sailed 
on Sunday, there was a consignment 
of 300 tons of barley, and the next 
steamer will take a much larger ship- 
ment. The barlcy is for Mexican 
west coast ports, and is for use in the 
‘ccommissariat of railway construction 
camps. All this barley is from Al- 
berta, being shipped over the C.P.R.

Mc- 
Giffin served one of his many penal- 
ties, and while he was off a straight 
away fight took place. “With the Sim- 
coes charging on the Rowing Club 
goal, Warwick ran into Goalkeeper 
Maxwell, who lifted his stick and 
clubbed the Simcoe man over the back 
of the neck, ‘Warwick sailed into him 
with hjs fists, and when the incident 
was over both decorated the box. 

Here McGiffin returned to the ice 
and just nicely found his feet and 
crossed the rink, when Whale skated 
up to him, and without even a pre- 
tence of playing the puck struck him 
over the -upper partwof the face. 
The Simcoe captain fell to the ice, but 
soon was able to continue in the game. 
Whale didn’t play any more. McGiffin 
and Bartlett ran together again, and 
were on the verge of jumping in with 
their fists when the referee got them 
both out of the way. ‘ 

It was a long, drawn out, unpleasant 
struggle, starting as hockey and end- 
ing as a’combination of sh'n-y, pugil- 
ism and wood chopping, with human 
bodies as the marks for blows.

LIVE STOCK AT MEDICINE 
HAT 

Stock Inspector J. H. G. Bray has 
prepared his annual statement of the 
shipment of live stock and wool from 
the Medicine Hat district, which 
shows the receipts to have aggregated 
the vast sum of $1,308,167 for the 
past season, ‘The number of animals 
shipped from the different points in 
the district were as follows:

From Walsh—337 horses, 2401 cat- 
tle, 2630 sheep, 89,300 Ibs. wool. 

Totals—4907 horses, 14,014 cattle, 
10,844 shesep, 190,298 Ibs. wool. 

In 1908 the totals were—3023 hor- 
ses, 14,430 cattle, 12,235 sheep, 123,- 
300 lbs. wool, which shows an_ in- 
crease in horse shipments for 1999 
over 1908 of 1974, and a decrease of 


416 head in cattle and 1351 head of 
sheep.

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DAIRY CONVENTION 


The annual convention of the dele- 


gates from government — assisted 
creamery associations was held in Red 
Deer on January 5th. The principal 
subjects discussed were those of im- 
proving the quality of the output by 
grading the cream supplied and reliev- 
ing the department of Agriculture of 
a large portion of the clerical work 
connected with accounting and insur- 
ing cheques. 

“The Honorable Duncan Marshall, 
the Minister of Agriculture was pres- 
ent and assured the delegates of his 
hearty support of the dairy industry, 
and of his desire to act in all matters 
pertaining to agriculture, when the 
suggestion of those directly engaged 
in it. 

Mr. George Harcourt, the Deputy 
Minister, explained the changes which 
the department proposed making in 
the management of the  creameries 
which are being operated by the gov- 
ernment. He stated that while the 
department would, as far as he knew 
continue to market the output of the 
creameries for an indefinite time, it 
was the intention that each — local 
creamery should ultimately assume 
all the labor and expense of operat- 
ing its own plant. That during the 
year, 1910, the department would sup- 
ply each creamery with a buttermaker, 
and make the usual assessment on the 
output to cover his salary, but it de- 
sired that‘ as many associations as 
could arrange to do so, would assume 
the duty of making out the accounts 
with the individual patrons and issu- 
ing cheques for the supply of cream. 
This, he said, would, in his opinion, be 
to the advantage of each association, 
a relief to the deportment and remove 
the greatest cause of dissatisfaction 
with the creamery system, namely the 
delay in getting through monthly 
cheques to the patrons. 

Mr. W. F. Stevens, the live stock 
commissioner, addressed the conven- 
tion on the question of importing im- 
proved dairy stock. He stated that 
under the arrangement made a year 
ago seven and one half car loads of 
car loads of Jerseys and several of 
car loads of Holsteins ‘had been 
brought into the province. That three 
car loads of Jerseys an dseveral of 
Ayrshires, the exact number he had 
not ascertained, had been brought in 
by private individuals, without gov- 
ernment aid. Mr. Stevens stated that 
while he felt certain that this addition 
to the dairy stock of the province 
would result in much good to the dairy 
industry, he did not advise all pat- 
rons of the creamery to invest in the 
special dairy breeds. He said a 
special dairy animal required a 
special dairy man with a special dairy 
‘barn, and special dairy feed, to care 
her, that the novice in dairying, the 
settler with indifferent stbles, and the 
man who has, close at hand, a consid- 
erable amount of open range, close ‘at 
hand, on which to grow steers, would 
better content himself for a time with 
more rugged animals than the breds 
he had mentioned. He also causioned 
those present against the danger of 
being imposed upon ‘by exploiters. 
He said that just as soon as it be- 
came known that there is a large de- 
inand here fer this class of cattle, 
exploiters would be on hand to sup- 
ply it; that by buying up cattle in 
Eastern Canada and the United States 
and selling them here, they would 
destroy the business of local breeders 
and importers, and cause an immense 
loss to those farmers who were so 
unfortunate as to buy from them. 

Mr. C. Marker, the dairy commis- 
sioner, spoke at considerable length, 
on the importance of raising the quali- 
ty of the output of many of our 
creameries and he stated that in his 
opinion the time had come to take 
decisive action along the lines he had 
hinted at on several occasions. 

He said that only about two-thirds 
oi our butter could be graded as fan- 
cy butter, the remaining third was a 
lower grade. He informed the dele- 
gates that 90 per cent. of the out- 
pur of some creameries was of the 
highest quality, while some ten per 
cent, of the output of other plants was 
of this grade. Yet all the patrons 
were paid the same price. This he 
thought was unfair to the producers 
of good sweet, cream, and could only 
be rectified by paying each patron 
according to the quality of cream sup- 
plied. 

At the close of Mr. Marker’s ad- 
dress a resolution was adopted fav- 
oring the policy recommended. 

It was decided also to form an as- 
sociation to be known as the Associ- 
ated Government Creamerics. Mr. 
Edwin Carswell of Penhold, was elect- 
ed president and Mr. E. J. Fream, of 
Innisfail, secretary for the insuing 
year. 

The association adopted a resolution 
expressing entire confidence in Mr. 
Marker and the management by the 
provincial government. 
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EARLY MATURITY 


One matter that created consider- 
able discusion at: the December shows 
was the question of early maturity of 
birds.. Some breeders declare that 
it is not possible to have birds as 
forward in the fall as in the east, 
or ready for early shows, hence some 
latitude as regards weights should be 
allowed when judging ‘by score card. 
The Edmonton and Calgary — club 
members had some discussion at Ed- 
monton in regard to probable dates 
of their shows to be held next year, 
some thinking that in 1909 the shows 
were too early. Calgary, however, 
seems to be satisfied with the dates 
they had, and a concensus of opinion 
expressed all round was that early 
maturity, one of the most important 
points to be gained, should be given 
full prominence and encouraged, 
hence December shows rather tend 
to encourage early maturity and early 
hatehing. 


The Spring was late. 

The spring season of 1909 was not- 
oriously slow, and there is little doubt 
but that young birds were late starting 
and thus backward. In spite of this 
many of the young birds were big 
enough but not quite filled ‘out, so 
the score card cut them hard. These 
same ‘birds could have been fattened 
ina week or two to make the requisite 
weight, but their owners wisely ab- 
stained from doing so, preferring to 
let them fill out and gain weight by 
degrees or bly more natural methods. 


Hatch Early 

One very useful point brought out 
by Mr. Owens, the president of the 
Twin Cities Club, at the annual meet- 
ing held at Edmonton on December 
16th, was, that in his experience ex- 
tending over a lengthy period as a 
buyer of poultry and also as a prac- 
tical fattener and fitter of market 
poultry, the early hatched birds were, 
almost without exception, of better 
quality than ‘the late hatched birds. 
The early birds not only put on flesh 
better and were more profitable to put 
into the fattening crate, but they were 
of superior quality when fattened as to 
flesh, and had far finer, smoother and 
more attractive skins. This smooth- 
ness and cleanness of skin is seldom 
attained by late hatched chicks. This 
is a point well worth remembering 
and making a note of. 


Birds Sell 


At the shows so far held, there was 
a brisk demand for good birds, and 
many changed hands at good prices; 
so it is safe to prohpecy that there 
will be a better demand for eggs for 
hatching. So those who intend to sell 
eggs should let people know they 
have them for sale, should mate their 
birds in good time and be ready for 
business. 


The birds that have faced heavy 
cc mpetition under recognized judges. 
and have won prizes in good competi- 
tion, have made their own reputations 
and no doubt will be kept note of by 
breeders. It is a pleasure to relate 
that a good many of our poultrymen 
and women have good birds that will 
produce good chicks. 

Home Grown Stock. 

The exhibit of home grown stock 
was a great credit to the province at 
both the Calgary and Edmonton 
shows, and eggs from winners at 
these shows will be hatched many 
good birds in 1910, The shows are 
a stimulus to the poultry industry and 
are doing a great deal of good in im- 
proving the general quality of our 
poultry. : 

Our market supply is not only a 
small fraction of the local demand, 
so it is to be hoped that the coming 
season will show a large increase in 
the number of poultry raised’ in Al- 
berta which are sure to bring good 
prices for some time to come. 

Look Ahead 

It will be necessary for our poul- 
try people to pay more attention at 
future shows to dressed birds of the 
different varieties for this is where 
some. good work may be done and 
some good advertising accomplished. 

Rhode Island Reds 


One breed has come out strongly 
in the line of producing good dressed 
fowls, and that is the Rhode Island 
Red. These birds may not always 
be quite up to the standard as re- 
gards the color of feathers, but they 
dress well and are a hardy breed, 
long in keel and or good quality and 
look very neat when they are plucked 
and dressed. 

Shows Increase 


Poultry shows are on the increase 
and it will be necessary for those 
intending to hold shows in the future 
to get busy and claim dates well ahead 
or the shows will be jumbled up to- 
gether and will be getting in each 
others’ way. Another matter that 
needs attention is the question of en- 
gaging judges. Most judges down 
east that are considered equal to the 
task of judging a good show are en- 
gaged from ten months to a year 
ahead. So if we want judges for 
nevt winter_it will be as well to be 
fixing the dates of show so they will 
not clash with each other and also 
see that we can obtain judges enough 
to do justice to the birds that will be 
exhibited. 

Another year will see a great ad- 
vance in poultry culture in_ Alberta. 

The Medicine Hat Poultry Associa- 
tion has decided to hold its first win- 
ter show, February 15 to 16, 1910. 
Entry forms and full particulars can 
be obtained from the secretary Mr. V. 
Morrison. The large hall in the News 
Block will be used for the show.

MARKETS HERE AND THERE 


There does not seem to be any rea- 
son very apparent for any remarkable 
rise in wheat at present, though wheat 
goes up for.a day or two and then 
down again. The estimate of the crop 
of 1909-10 is 405,000,000 bushels more 
than last year, and this is the most 
bearish element in sight at present. 


The reports of winter wheat on this 
continent are good and it is possible 
that accounts of loss in the Argen- 
tine may be over-estimated, so that 
futures have been dropping 4a little 
in expectation of a large crop the 
coming year, with a much bigger acre- 
age. In the face of this there is not 
so much likelihood of speculators just 
now buying at fancy figures in anti- 
ccipation of phenomenal figures lat- 
er. 

The sales of export grain will be 
slow for wheat held this side of the 
great lakes, and that will have to be 
hauled over the all-rail route. 

- Oats~—Oats are steady and firm, but 
moderately active; July quoted at 4oc. 


Live Stock 


Hogs in Toronto have recently 


passed the 9 cent mark, the best hogs 
selling off cars at $9.25. 

Western demand for Ontario horses 
has opened up strong this year, and a 
lot of animals are going from the Ex- 
change at the Union Stock Yards on 
Western account weekly. 

There is no particular change to re- 
port in prices, heavy draft horses sell- 
ing at about $180 to $220; delivery and 
express horses $160 to $200; drivers 
$100 to $150, and serviceably sound se- 
cond-hand workers $13 to $60 each, 
but demand continues active in all 
lines. 


American Horse Market. 


The Breeders’ Gazette reports that 
horse buyers in the vicinity of Chicago 
find farmers unwilling to sell at prices 
which dealers are prepared to offer.

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OGILVIES DO 
NOT OBJECT 


To the Proposal for a System of 
Government Operated Elevators 


Winnipeg, Jan. 10—At least one of 
the big milling companies has made a 
definite pronouncement which is prac- 
tically an endorsement of the govern- 
ment ownership of elevators. ‘This is 
the Ogilvie Milling company. In an 
interview with the press W. A. Black, 
western manager of that company, 
outlined the position of his company 
plainly as follows: 

“The policy of our company has al- 
ways favored the greatest possible 
freedom to farmers in the marketing 
and disposal of their products, and in 
so far as the present proposal that 
the government should operate a line 
of elevators is concerned, we have 
no obiection to offer whatever so long 
as conducted on a business basis. ‘The 
rates, in my opinion, should be made 
so as not to exceed the actual cost 
with due regard to the matter of de- 
preciation, the necessary interest on 
the investment, and some reasonable 
amount towards a sinking fund. 

“Country elevators generally are not 
now, and never have been, in our ex- 
perience, a commercial proposition by 
themselves, but. rather a means of 
handling from the farmers to the cars 
in order to facilitate more rapid trans- 
portation, thus obviating blockades, 
and the provision of necessary storage. 

“Our company, however, is not in- 
terested to the same extent as the el- 
evator companies, whose business is 
confined to the handling of grain for 
others, and ‘buying and selling grain, 
whereas the matter of selection and 
accumulation for future use of grain of 
suitable quality for our milling re- 
quirements makes a line of interior el- 
evators of our own a necessary ad- 
junct to the business.” 


A very prominent member of the 
Grain Growers’ Association said that 
he had read with a great deal of in- 
terest the opinions expressed by mem- 
bers of the grain exchange upon their 
memorial which was presented to the 
government on Wednesday as a basis 
of action for the inauguration of gov- 
ernment-owned elevators. He consid- 
ered the position taken by the dealers 
to be broad and reasonable, and one 
which indicated that there were no in- 
superable difficulties in the way if the 
question was approached in a spirit of 
mutual fairness and conciliation.

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MAY REVOLUTIONIZE WEST- 
ERN FARMS. 


London, Jan. 10.—British millers are 
taking a keen interest in the expected 
great extension of growth of Dur- 
um wheat which many believe is de- 
stined to revolutionize western culti- 
vation. 

The propaganda of Mr. Wilson, sec- 
retary of agriculture at Washington, 
is being followed with close attention, 
especially seeing a crop of sixty mil- 
lion bushels from last year the yield 
being twice as great as most other 


‘wheats, and the profit 100 per cent.

Seeing the great importance of the 
question to Canadian west, Mr. Grif- 
fith, secretary of the high commis- 
sioner’s office, acting on behalf of 
Lord Strathcona, has circularized 
wheat and flour trade associations, of 
this country with remarkable results. 
The London associations say former 
objections to Durum has been minim- 
ized by the improvement to the equip- 
ment of British mills. Some other as- 
Ociations continue to condemn Durum 
but replies generally show that most 
progressive British millers refuse to 
follow the Aaerican millers in con- 
demning Durum, ‘They report a large 
and increasing demand for Durum, 
which is now fetching three to three 
and a half shillings per quarter less 
than No. 1 northern, but a greatly 
increased supply is expected, Com- 
menting on Lord Strathcona’s — in- 
quiries, the Miller, which is the larg- 
est organ of the milling trade, says: 
“Durum only requires proper hand- 
ling to become one of the most prized 
wheats, It is destined to rival the 
best Manitoba wheat in value.”

Why does not the C.P.R. make a 
move towards the building of the sub- 
structure of the High Level bridge? 

This question was asked Premier 
Rutherford this morning. He replied 
that probably the plans were not fully 
prepared but otherwise he saw no rea- 
son for delay. Asked a$ to whether 
the C.P.R. was delaying until the 
money from the Dominion and Pro- 
vincial government was in sight, he 
replied that as far as he could see 
sufficient assurance had been given. 
As far as ithe provincial government 
was concerned he did not think a call 
for any of the money would be made 
this year, and consequently the esti- 
mates to be brought before the House 
soon would probably make no provi- 
sion for this. He understood the 
money was to be paid out on the pro- 
gress of the work. 

Mayor Lee, when asked whether he 
had received any communication from 
the C.P.R., replied that he had not. 
He had duly informed both govern- 
ments that the agreement had been 
entered into with the railway com- 
pany and the matter had dropped 
there. Regarding the grant from the 
Dominion government, $100,000 had 
been voted two years ago. Sufficient 
assurance had also been secured from 
the Rutherford government. The 
matter of the finances surely should 
not delay the move of the C.P.R. in 
the least.

A NEW VARIETY OF WHEAT 


‘he announcement by Angus Mac- 
kay, superintendent of the Indian 
Head experimental farm, that one of 
the new crosses of Siberian wheat 
has resulted in a new variety of wheat 
equalling red fife in quality, but ear- 
lier, is one of the best pieces of news 
western farmers have heard this year. 
Many wheat surpass Red Fife in yield 
per acre, but no wheat except famous 
Turkey Red of Alberta ranks in the 
same class as a milling wheat. All 
manner of new wheats, like the widely 
advertised Alaska wheat, have entered 
the lists in competition with Red Fife, 
and after a season or two have been 
thrown aside ‘and forgotten. Millers 
want Red Fife, and they refuse to ac- 
cept imitations, but the farmer wants 
and needs a variety which will ripen a 
little earlier. Now that a hard-headed 
conservative agricultural expert like 
Mr. Mackay declares that a new wheat 
with the good qualities of Red Fife, 
ripening several days earlier, has been 
produced, the wheat line will be push- 
ed many miles more to the north, and 
an early fall will not put so many 
creases in the brow of the western 


farmer.—Saskatoon Pre

Much Money to Be Spent. 

Montreal, Jan. 10—Mr. Rodolphe 
Forget, M.P., estimates that $500,000,- 
000 will be spent this year throughout 
Canada by the Dominion government, 
the railways, large corporations, mer- 
gers, traction: systems, and in other 
operations of the larger business 
houses. 

Mr. Forget has a good faculty for 
computing such things, and his con: 
jectures are not based on anything 
fanciful. He has a thorough grasp and 
comprehension of statistics and detail, 
and is, perhaps, as well able as any 
other financier in Canada to give a 
pronouncement on such a subject. 

He anticipates that the Ottawa gov- 
ernment will spend about $100,000,000, 
and is of opinion that the money re- 
quired for the consummation of the 
mergers now in sight and others to 
follow will foot up to about $150,000,, 
000, while several more hundreds of 
millions will be required to meet ex- 
pansion in all avenues of trade and 
commerce, which will be felt from one 
end of the Dominion to the other.
